An Allen Park promoter last week 
was charged with four violations by 
Huron Township for holding an 
unauthorized rock concert Sunday, 
Sept. 24, attended by an estimated 
4,000 persons at Liberty Park east of 
New Boston. 

Seven residents of the area on 
Bredow Road showed up at Wed- 
nesday night's meeting of the Huron 
Township Board to register com- 
plaints about the excessive noise, 
threats from concert goers and 
vulgar language directed at them. 

Charged was Robert Hoffman, 
who Clerk Sandra Rhodes said was 
the promoter of the event, the first 
ever held in Liberty Park. 

He was cited for: not having a 
permit from the township to stage 
the concert; advertising and selling 
tickets prior to obtaining a permit; 
conducting and operating an 
assembly which created a public 


Mock air crash at Metro 
tests emergency facilities 


Detroit Metro Airport was the 
testground for a realistic mock 
crash-disaster of a commercial 
airliner Saturday— a drill involving 
numerous local, county, state and 
federal agencies— to test the air- 
port's emergency rescue plan. (See 
additional photos on Page A-14.) 

Metro Airport, the largest in- 
ternational jetport in the state, 
safely handled over eight million 
passengers last year at its three 
terminals, in addition to the millions 
of visitors who pass through the 
terminal complex annually. 

Michael Berry, chairman of the 
Board of Wayne County Road 
Commissioner, operators of the 
Metro Airport complex that is 
ranked among the top 11 busiest 
airports in the nation, noted that 
"Metro has never had a fatal crash 
involving a commercial airlines". 

"My fellow commissioners, 
Joseph M. Herron and Freddie G. 
Burton, also are extremely pleased 
with the excellent cooperation of the 
many hospitals, governmental 
agencies and citizens who have 
agreed to voluntarily participate in 
this exercise. It’s a plan we all pray 
will never have to be used, but we 
must be constantly alert,” Berry 
said. 

The still vivid memory of the 
recent tragedy involving a com- 
mercial jet and a small private 
plane near San Diego. Cal., a mid- 


air crash which so far has claimed 
150 lives, has redoubled the airport 
disaster teams’ determination to 
utilize the drill to resolve any 
operational problems and totally 
refine the airport’s emergency plan. 

The mock airport disaster drill 
involved an estimated 600-700 in- 
dividuals, including victims, 
firefighters, rescue teams, military 
aviation personnel, professional 
hospital personnel at 11 Wayne and 
Washtenaw county hospitals and 
private emergency ambulance 
services. 

Detroit Metro Airport personnel, 
the Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department, and Wayne County 
General Hospital were full partners 
in the airport disaster plan prepared 
several years ago. 

To completely test the airport’s 
emergency disaster plan and those 
of participating hospitals, coor- 
dination was established with the 
Michigan Department of Health, 
Division of Emergency Medical 
Services, the Wayne County Office 
of Emergency Preparedness, and 
local agencies, including the 
members of the Western Wayne 
County Fire Mutal Aid. 

In addition, the Michigan State 
Police, the Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration (FAA), Pan American 
and American Airlines, and the 
American Red Cross joined in the 
planning required to coordinate such 


a large exercise. 

Approximately 50 individuals 
representing numerous govern- 
mental, hospital, medical and 
private emergency ambulance 
services, as well as local school 
districts who assisted in recruiting 
volunteers from their student 
bodies, also volunteered their time 
and expertise. 

Trained personnel, including 
representatives from local, county, 
state and federal agencies, and 
hospitals, volunteered to serve as 
evaluators for the airport disaster 
test. 

The evaluators, who prepared 
reports on the airport emergency 
procedures, also checked for the 
effectiveness of the medical triage 
(doctors and nurses) who respond to 
the emergency site to determine 
injuries and hospitals that mock 
victims will be dispatched to for 
treatment. 

The drill site, on the southeast side 
of the airport, off Middlebelt Road, 
is remote from the airport terminal 
complex and the exercise did not 
interfere with normal airport ac- 
tivities. 

"We had advised all passengers in 
the terminal areas that there would 
be a mock disaster drill taking place 
and did not envision any problems or 
inconvenience for the traveling

3 Tax amendments 
will he explained 


The Tisch Amendment. The 
Headlee Amendment. The 
Voucher Plan. What are they? 
What impact will they have on 
the lives of Michigan’s residents? 

These answers and more will 
be provided for the residents of 
Western Wayne County at a 
meeting on Oct. 21 at 6 p.m. at the 
Westland Community Center, 
36000 Ford Rd., Westland. 

Following passage in June of 
California’s Proposition 13, a 
measure drastically cutting that 
state’s proerty tax, much 
discussion on the issue has 
evolved in Michigan. 

That initial discussion soon 
took the form of citizen initiative 
petition drives to place similar 
tax reform measures on 
Michigan’s November ballot. 

In the weeks following 
Michigan's certification of the 
petition signatures, many 
residents have expressed con- 
fusion and lack of knowledge 
concerning all three of the tax 
reform questions they will be 
voting on in November. 

In order to help promote the 
understanding of the three 
measures, which could 
dramatically affect the lives of 
Michigan residents, Associated 
Newspaper has contacted the 
authors of the three proposals. 
We requested that the three men, 
Robert Tisch, Richard Headlee, 
and Robert Lytle, jointly appear 
at a meeting in this area to ex- 


plain the proposals and their 
potential impact on the lives of 
area residents. 

Following much juggling of 
schedules and possible dates for 
the meeting, all three men have 
agreed to personally present 
their proposals and' plans to the 
residents of this area. 

For the first time, the three 
authors of the ballot proposals 
which deal with tax reform, and 
tax reform measures will appez 
together on the same program. 

Associated’s Managing Editor 
Dennis G. Fassett will moderate 
the meeting at the Westland 
Community Center. The prgram 
will begin at 6 p.m. with each of 
the three authors allowed 30 
minutes to present his proposal. 

Following a break, the 
speakers will discuss the dif- 
ferences between the proposals 
for 30 minutes. 

The final segment of the 
program will provide residents 
with the opportunity of 
questioning the authors of the 
three proposals. 

According to Publisher David J. 
Willett, 'Associated Newspapers 
is proud to provide residents of 
this area with this first. For the 
first time, the three men who are 
pimarly responsible for the tax 
reform proposals will appear on 
the same stage to discuss the 
questions I feel it is only fitting 
that our readers will be the 
beneficiaries of this first." 


Claims news stories misleading 


Huron promoter tells his story

“A misunderstanding’’ and 
"blown out of proportion". 

That’s how George Moore, a 
Huron Township promoter, termed 
stones carried in the press on his 
involvement with rock concerts at 
Flat Rock Speedway and proposed 
construction of a theme park in the 
township. 

The stories had stated that two 
rock concerts promoted by Moore at 
the Flat Rock Speedway had flop- 
ped Further, they cited the low 
monetary worth of Space World of 
Livonia, developers of the theme 
park and questioned how the firm 
planned to raise some $40 million to 
build it. 

Moore, who coincidentally is the 
Democrat nominee for Huron 


Township supervisor in the 
November election, told the Roman 
he is close to resolving the financial 
dilemma arising out of four rock 
concerts a t the speedw ay 
"The Detroit News blew the story 
out of proportion,” Moore claimed. 

He said he and four other investors 
formed the National Service 
Organization primarily for the 
purpose of holding automobile and 
motorcycle races at the speedway. 

Now, some two and a half years 
later, he said the others had flown 
the coop, leaving him holding the 
bag for some $42,000 in unpaid ticket 
refunds for four concerts in 1975 
”I’ve got the total down to about 
$10,000 now,” he said. “If I can get 
the attorney general’s office to get 
the J.L. Hudson Co., which told the 
tickets, to release what they 
collected, I'll be able to pay off the 


balance of the $10,000 " 

Moore said the bad publicity 
generated by the news stories had 
hurt his standing with Space World, 
to whom he acted as agent for the 
purchase of 300 plus acres in Huron 
Township. 

Claiming that "99 percent of the 
township" is in favor of the park, he 
contended that raising $40 million 
for its construction "would be no 
problem". 

He said once the site plan approval 
is given to Space World by the 
township, "$50 million to $100 
million” could easily be forthcoming 
from investors. 

Moore pointed out that Space 
World did not talk to Romulus city 
officials last year about the theirr 
park Rather, it was a firm callel 
Century World, represented by a 


Don Cox, whom Space World is now 
suing 

"Space World never presented the 
park proposal to Romulus,” he 
maintained 

The site for the theme park in 
Huron township came about. Moore 
said, when an agreed-upon site in 
Ypsilanti was given up by Space 
World because of a long-standing 
hassle over a zoning change 
requirement that would necessitate 
a vote of the people in the general 
election 

"I told them I could put together 
two parcels for their park - one in 
Huron Township and one in Van 
Buren Township," Moore said. 
Space World choose Huron, he said 

Moore explained that his troubles 
at the speedway began when it was 
suggested that the incorporators of 
National Service Organization hold 


a country western concert to help 
defray mounting expenses con- 
nected to its purchase 
"We made two big mistakes,” he 
declared "We had printed on the 
tickets that refunds would be made 
in the event concerts were cancelled 
and we held the four concerts on the 
wrong dates.” 

In fact, he said, the first concert on 
June 15, 1975, was hit by the biggest 
rainfall recorded in the last 90 yeai? 

"When the insurance company 
didn’t pay off the $15,000 we were 
supposed to get because of the rain 
cancellation, we found ourselves 
$39,000 in debt, "he said 
What the new*s stones did not 
state, he said, was that the first rock 
concert was moved over to the 
Sheraton Inn in Romulus and held

Mrs Rhodes said Hoffman will 
have to appear in the Romulus 34th 
District Court on the four charges 
levied by the township, all of which 
are punishable by fines. » 

Brought out at the board meeting 
by residents who lived near Liberty 
Park, between Inkster and Mid- 
dlebelt roads, was their parking of 
farm .implements in their drives’ to 
discourage parking by persons 
attending the rock concert. 

The clerk said the township was 
not aware the concert was going to 
beheld Sunday until about 4:30 p.m. 
on the preceding Friday when the 
Wayne County Sheriff’s Department 
called. 

Unable to contact its attorney, she 
said tike township aid not step in to 
stop the affair because it was unsure 
on what legal grounds it stood 
should concert promoters be sued 
for ticket refunds. Should that have 
occurred, the township could have 
been drawn into the suit on grounds 
that it was liable, she said.

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Oakland County police 
seek link of Christ to probe 


What's for lunch? 


Was Nicholas Christ the Oakland 
County child slayer? 

Christ, whose body was recovered 
last week from Upper Silver Lake in 
Oakland County, has triggered a 
police investigation in an attempt to 
link the former Wayne High honor 
student to the sex slayings in 
Oakland County two years ago 
At least one high law enforcement 
official, Johannes Spreen, the 
Oakland County Sheriff, wants “a 
thorough investigation into Christ’s 
past.” 

But even Spreen admits "that 
there is only a remote possibility 
that there is a connection, however, 

I feel that a thorough investigation 
must be made to see if there is any 
link between Christ and the four 
brutal deaths of those children. ” 
Meanwhile, funeral services for 
Christ were held last Monday at Uht 
Funeral Home in Westland, the Rev. 
Richard Schultz officiating. The 
interment was at Glenwood 
Cemetery in Wayne. 

Christ is survived by his mother, 
Lucille, and a daughter, Amy 
Wayne High school officials 
remember Christ, who graduated in 
1961, as a brilliant student, and was 
president of the graduating class. 
Christ had a 3.52 scholastic average. 


According to one of the teachers, 
Nicholas was a rare type among 
high school students - an original 
thinker - if anyone should succeed in 
college he should.” 

•‘Christ was an honor's student,” 
said Wayne High principal George 
Bell. “He was one of our outstanding 
scholars, however, at the time he 
was in school I was the music 
teacher and had little contact with 
him.” 

Christ disappeared on Aug. 3 after 
he had informed several of his co- 
workers at the General Motor's 
Pontiac Division in Pontiac that he 
was going fishing. The co-workers 
had told police that they thought it 
was strange, “because Christ didn’t 
like to fish.” 

But one of Christ’s former 
friends in Wayne who said he wished 
to remain unidentified, said, “that 
Nick enjoyed fishing and 1 can't 
understand what made them believe 
he didn’t.” 

Whatever the reasons, Christ, 
according to Oakland County 
Sheriff’s Sgt. John F. Taylor, pur- 
chased some fishing gear on Aug. 2, 
the day before his disappearance. 

“We don’t know' - and I guess we 
never will know - if Christ’s disap- 
pearance was accidental, a planned

Sheriff’s Department officials and 
the Oakland County police marine 
division dragged the lake for several 
days in August hoping to uncover 
Christ’s body, but it wasn’t until last 
Thursday that the victim’s body was 
uncovered 

Oakland County Task Force, 
charged with finding the killer, 
revealed that it had questioned 
Christ about the child slayings. 

“He (Christ) has been in- 
vestigated by our unit probably four 
or five times and had been cleared 
as a suspect,” said State Police Lt. 
Robert Robertson, head of the in- 
vestigating team. 

The Oakland County Medical 
Examiner’s has not released its 
report on Christ’s death and law 
enforcement officials said they will 
go over the findings to see if it will 
shed a light into Christ’s mysterious 
death. 

Christ was divorced and was 
living alone, according to police 
officials. They also said that he had 
been a psychiatric out-patient at 
Clinton Valley Center until June of 
1974.

Council delays payment 
on vandal damage at park 


Repeated vandalism at the 
Merriman Park pavilion has 
prompted Romulus City Council to 
delay almost $10,000 in repair work 
pending a meeting of city officials 
with residents of the area. 

Last week (Tuesday), council 
refused to act on the damage in- 
flicted by vandals to the pavilions 
roof, exterior, interior, plumbing, 
heating equipment, restroom and 
electrical system. 

Instead, it requested Mayor 
William M. Oakley to arrange a 
meeting with the area’s PTO and 
concerned patents. Council mem- 
bers said they want the major to find 
out if area residents would 
cooperate in efforts to curb moun- 
ting destruction at the park’s 
pavilion. 

Although a memo from J.R. 
Kochanoski, superintendent of the 
department of public works, to his 
superior, David J. Paul, director of 
the DPW, indicated “some type of 
protection or alarm system” be 
installed, an entirely different 
recommendation camefrom the 
department’s maintenance 
divisions. 

William Case, electrician, in a 
memo to Paul, commented, 
“Although I concur with the cost 
estimate submitted by Mr. 
Kochanoski, I cannot agree with any 
effort to renovate this building...” 

He said that even at the time of

(Continued from Page A-l) 
there that same night when rain 
knocked out its performance at the 
speedway. 

“Some of the spectators came to 
Romulus and some didn’t,” he 
recalled. “But, we did pay all of the 
entertainers.” 

Moore said he had better luck with 
the second concert on June 22, 1975. 
After rain cancelled that per- 
formance, too, the insurance 
company did pay the $15,000 
guarantee and ticket holders were 
refunded their money, he said. 

For the third straight time, Moore 
said, the rock concert scheduled for 
July 11, 1975, was rained out and all 
money was refunded to ticket 
holders. 

It rained all night before the fourth 
concert on Aug. 3, 1975, and the show 
did not go on, he said, because of 
excessive water on the field. 

“At the end of 1975, we were 
$17,000 in debt from rain can- 
cellations,” Moore said. 

He said the corporation and 


himself were sued by the state at- 
torney general’s office because the 
firm had not issued stock as 
required by Michigan law. 

Moore explained that the group 
was not in a position to issue stock in 
their firm, because of the debts 
standing over their head. 

As a result, the courts ordered 
Moore and the corporation to make 
refunds on all tickets still out- 
standing and levied a fine of $10,000. 

Contending that he got “stuck for 
being honest” by having the refund 
statement printed on the tickets, 
Moore agreed ticket holders should 
and would be paid back. However, 
he said the fine was unfair. 

Moore said the attorney general’s 
office had agreed to a request from 
his lawyer that the case would be 
resolved if all refunds were made 
and would drop the $10,000 fine. 

“Right now, we’re in the process 
of doing just that and we should be 
all paid off by the end of the year,” 
he said.

public,” a spokesman for the Wayne 
County Road Commission said. 

The drill revolved around the 
simulated crash-fire of a WOW-707 
landing at Metro Airport from the 
West Coast. The jetliner, carrying 
approximately 250 passengers, 
“lost” its landing gear, a wing 
severed and the plane burst into 
flames. The fire was extinguished by 
the Metro Fire-Crash Department 
and rescue of mock victims 
proceeded 

“We feel this was the most 


realistic mock disaster drill ever 
We know it was for Metro Airport 
since we’ve never had a real drill- 
only paper runthroughs,” an airport 
spokesman said. 

During the drill, helicopters from 
the U S. Air Force Reserve, the Air 
National Guard, and the Detroit 
Police Medivac teams were used to 
transport mock victims to hospitals 
An estimated 25-30 ambulance- 
emergency vehicles were also used 
in the disaster drill to convey mock 
victims to 11 local hospitals 

Hospitals participating in the 
exercise and receiving actual mock 


patients included: Wayne County 
General Hospital, which provided 
the first triage medical team; An- 
napolis, Heritage and Outer Drive 
hospitals, all PCHA hospitals; St 
Mary’s Hospital, Livonia; Garden 
City Ostepathic Hospital, Oakwood 
Hospital in Dearborn, Detroit 
General and Childrens’ hospitals in 
Detroit, and, three hospitals in 
Washtenaw County, Beyer 
Memorial, St Joseph and 
University Hospitals in Ann Arbor 
A number of state, county and 
local officials attended the airport 
exercise as observers 


initial construction, contractors 
were plagued with vandalism 
although they placed a steel fence 
around the site of the pavilion. 

“No alarm system would preclude 
vandals from tearing out roof vents, 
thus entering the building through 
holes in the roof and ceiling. In my 
opinion, an alarm system would only 
arouse the vandals to a point where 
they would again attempt to burn the 
building to the ground,” Case’s 
memo stated. 

Calling vandalism at the park 


pavilion “the worst type possible”, 
Case’s memo went on, “Only ad- 
ditional lighting and around-the- 
clock security would preclude this at 
an exhorbitant expense to the city.” 

He concluded his memo by 
recommending that “public toilet 
and pavilion facilities be per- 
manently abandoned and portable 
facilities utilized during peak 
periods of use.” 

Much of the damage to the 
pavilion occurred during winter 
months when it was not in use. 


Damage breakdown, provided by 
Kochanoski showed the following 
estimate of costs: replace burned 
roof section - $800, replace roofing - 
$2,000; paint building exterior - $400;, 
paint building interior - $400; 
replace doors, frames and locks - 
$600; repair electrical system - 
$1,500; repair and replace plumbing 
- $1,800; repair or replace heating 
equipment - $1,200; repair restroom 
facilities - $300 replace ceiling tile - 
$400; and miscellaneous expense 
$200.

Council okays bid on center 
for city's senior citizens 


Romulus City Council last week 
acted on a variety of matters, in- 
cluding the new senior citizens drop- 
in center and the Wayne-Beverly 
roads urban renewal project. 

Construction on a new senior 
citizens drop-in center for Romulus 
is expected to begin in about three 
weeks with completion scheduled by 
June 30 of next year. 

The way was paved for con- 
struction last week (Tuesday) when 
council approved the low bid of 
$171,281 submitted by the Marcelli 
Construction Co. of Walled Lake. 
The low bid exceeded the architect’s 
estimate of $150,000 for the project 

According to Clerk Leonard J 
Folmar, a grant from the state 
Department of Natural Resources 
will pay for $128,461 of the total cost, 
with the city picking up the balance 
of $42,820. 

The drop-in center will be built as 
a one-floor addition to the recreation 
department building at Bibbins and 
Shook streets. 

In other action, Patrick A Hogan, 
the city ’s new director of community 
development and planning, was 
appointed by Mayor William M 
Oakley to fill an unexpired term on 
the city planning commission The 
seat had been held by Ray Cantrell, 
son of Councilman Raymond Can- 
trell Hogan’s term will run con- 
currently with that of the mayor 

Council accepted the recom- 
mendation of Hogan to apply for 
$‘250,000 from Wayne County for the 
city’s housing rehabilitation 
program Under the program, 
Romulus residents could obtain 


loans and grants for home repairs 
and improvements 

The mayor informed council that 
Hogan has been notified by the 
Wayne County Advisory’ Council that 
Romulus will receive $70,000 in a 
community development block 
grant. The funds will be used to clear 
up 258 urban renewal lots in the 
Wayne-Beverly roads area for sale 
to the general public. 

In its application the county for 
funds to clear up the Wayne-Beverly 
area, the city hd sought $125,000. 
However, Hogan told Oakley that 
only Van Buren Township, which 
received $90,000 got more money 
than Romulus of surrounding 
communities applying for that 
particular type of grant. 


The $70,000 will also pay for a 
market study of the area to deter- 
mine the kind of houses to be built, 
site plans, type of buyers and 
market value of the land 

Council members also approved a 
request from Folmar to use $45,000 
of city money to build an office on 
one of the lots in the Wayne-Beverly 
urban renewal area The office, he 
said, would be used to sell other lots 
and would be sold as a residence 
when the selling of the lots is com- 
pleted 

Building of the office was sup- 
ported by the Citizens District 
Council, a body required by the 
government to be formed from area 
residents on urban renwal projects

That will leave four teachers on 
the staff of St. Mary’s, who will be 
responsible for religious instruction 
separate from academics, and the 
current school principal, Sister 
Paula, will be principal of religious 
instruction. 

Wayne-Westland Supt. Timothy 
Dyer pointed out that St. Mary 
students already utilize Wayne- 
Westland buses, so transportation 
arrangements will not change. 

The six teachers from St. Mary’s, 
hired by the board last night, will 
join the teachers’ union as regular 
members, and be paid union wages 
All but one will be brought in on first 
year teaching wages. 

The lease arrangement with St. 
Mary’s also contains “escape 
language" that St. Mary’s can use in 
the event of future teacher layoffs. 

If layoffs were to occur, say next 
year, St Mary’s may terminate the 
contract in order to keep those 
teachers, since those teachers would 
have lowest seniority and be first to 
go if layoffs were to be done. 

The "dual enrollment’’ concept 
was first proposed by Dyer as yet 
another aggressive means to add 
student numbers in the district 
which is suffering declining 
enrollment. 

Because the St. Mary students will 
be taught only a certain percentage 
of the time by Wayne-Westland 
teachers, the district will only be 
able to count "part” of the student in 
its head count. Out of. say, 300 
students, Wayne-Westland expects 
to get the equivalent of about 220 
full-time students who can be 
counted for state aid. 

This causes increase in revenue in 
two ways. Most obviously, the 
district is paid its aid on a per 
student basis. It is expected that the 
aid will be $960 per pupil, and if there 
are 220 pupils, that will be about 
$200,000 Subtract the expenses of 
the dual enrollment — teacher 
salaries, rent of the school, 
materials — and the district still 
expects to come out $90,000 ahead. 

But also, additional students have 
another effect on revenue from the 
state The more students there are, 
the less local wealth there is behind 
each student, and the more the state 
will pick up in paying for education 
of each student 

It is worked out in a complicated 
formula, but the result is more than 
$360,000 in aid to the district that 
would otherwise not be there, Dyer 
said

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U of M psychiatrist urges 
'revolting 'against disease 


YMCA conference scheduled 
for previously married 


A University of Michigan 
psychiatrist is teaching patients to 
cure themselves of the effects of 
anxiety illness by “revolting” 
against the disease and taking over 
control of their own bodies. 

This overthrow of stress control, 
reported by Wiecher H. Van Houten, 
M.D., does not emphassize 
psychotherapy or drugs, but instead 
employes biofeedback techniques at 
the University Hospital Psycho- 
Physiology Clinic. 

A high degree of success has been 
achieved with a growing list of 
psychosomatic illnesses — hives, 
alcoholism, migraine, hypertension, 
difficulties in swallowing, chronic 
pain, severe anxieties, phobias, 
insomnia, “wry neck” and partial 
paralysis. 

So far more than 100 persons have 
been treated over the past two years 
by biofeedback, according to Dr. 
Van Houten, who heads the clinic 
and is chief of the U-M Adult Out- 
patient Psychiatry Service. 

He believes an even wider range of 
stress illness could respond to his 
treatment. 

He explained that instead of the 
doctor giving and the patient 
receiving treatment, the clinic's 
method involves teaching and en- 
couraging the patient to become an 
active participant in his own care. 
The patient is taught to utilize the 
body’s own ability to turn off pain 
and turn down anxiety "instead of 
remaining the helpless victim of the 
dictates of his disease.” 

"No matter how bad the condition, 
the patient can be helped to do 
something for himself,” the 
psychiatrist said. 

The key is teaching patients to 
achieve complete relaxation— at 
will. 

"This is very important because 
anxiety and relaxation are mutually 
exclusive. You cannot be completely 
relaxed and feel anxious, worried or 
tense at the same time,” Van Houten 
said. "Some people cannot turn off 


stress, even when there is no reason 
for it. It’s as if they are driving down 
the freeway 80 miles an hour and 
don’t know how to slow down enough 
to turn into a rest stop. We teach 
them how to let up on the ac- 
celerator.” 

Since these patients don’t know 
how to relax, they also don’t know 
when they have achieved a state of 
relaxation, the physician added. 

Biofeedback monitors are used to 
tell the patient by means of an 
audible tone when he or she has 
achieved relaxation as detected by 
forehead muscle tension, tem- 
perature in the fingers, perspiration 
and alpha brain waves. 

The forehead and finger sensors 
are used most often, Van Houten 
said, because they are the best in- 
dicators of overall body tension. 

New patients at the clinic are 
given a health questionnaire, 
receive a brief physical checkup, 
and then rate themselves on 
psychological and anxiety scales for 
later followup. 

Treatment consists of seating the 
patient in a comfortable chair, in a 
quiet room, attaching the biofeed- 
back electrodes and instructing him 
in person, reinforced by pre- 
recorded voice tapes, in two 
methods of relaxation. 

One is progressive relaxation of 
the body’s main muscle groups, first 
by tensing them and them letting 
go. 

The second method (most prefer 
one or the other) is autogenic 
training. The patient is urged by a 
soft contralto voice on the tapes to 
recall a place in his childhood where 
he felt very safe and to imagine 
himself there now on a warm sunny 
day, "to breath softly and to inhale 
the warmth and let it suffuse his 
body.” 

Learning to hold that thought and 
maintain a steady state of 
relaxation, whenever and wherever 
desired, takes most patients about 10 
sessions at the U-M clinic bolstered 


by practice with tape-recorded 
lessons at home. 

According to Van Houten, the very 
feeling of relaxation is completely 
foreign to most over-tense patients 
After learning how to relax, he said, 
they describe a sensation "of 
floating out of the chair,” "a loss of 
feeling in their hands or legs,” and, 
often, a euphoric high. 

Because so many anxiety or stress 
disorders involve tension, this 
achievement of relaxation acts as a 
sort of psychic penicillin, the 
psychiatrist explained, whether the 
problem is a fear of flying or trouble 
sleeping. 

It is useful in controlling chronic 
pain of an unknown cause because 
tension makes pain worse and 
patients can be taught to turn off 
pain or at least to reduce it to a 
tolerable level through methods 
taught at the U-M clinic.

Metro 'air crash' 
takes 25 lives 


The jetliner left Los Angeles 
International Airport at 11 p.m. 
and was scheduled to land at 
Detroit Metro at 10 a.m. 

The flight had been 
uneventful. 

Most of the 250 passengers on 
the WOW-707 flight were asleep 
when the flight crew began 
preparations for landing. 

Two young men engaged in a 
brief pillow fight while the 
conversation slowly returned to 
the recently silent cabin. 

As window shades were lifted 
throughout the plane, the 
cabin’s interior was bathed 
with the soft morning light. 
Most of the passengers were 
looking forward to landing. 
Some returning from their 
California vacation, others 
visiting Detroit on company 
business, and still others 
visiting relatives, the 
passengers were in good spirits. 

^ Little did they know that 
• within 15 minutes, 25 of their 
f$low passengers would be 
dead, and countless others 
severely injured. 

Forward in the cockpit, the 
captain was going through the 
landing check-list. 

The plane .was now descen- 
ding on its prescribed route to 
runway No. 2. There was little 
traffic at this hour and the 
captain was given landing 
clearance 

At 6,000 feet, the crew 
deployed the craft’s landing 
gears and extended the flaps. 
As the plane slowed on its 
descent into Metro Airport, the 
passengers were instructed to 
fasten seat belts and extinguish 
cigarettes. 

The plane was now only five 
minutes from disaster. 

Dropping through 3,000 feet, 
everything appeared normal. 
Last minute instructions were 
radioed to the captain from the 
tower. The flight crew was busy 
guiding the huge machine 
through the still morning air. 
Passengers were now secured 
for landing as the plane dropped 
slowly toward the runway. 

With the landing flight check 
list now complete, the crew 
intently watched the ap- 
proaching runway. 

Crossing the 1-94 Freeway at 
300 feet, the plane was lined up 
with the runway. At an altitude 
of 100 feet, the plane crossed the 
end of the runway. 

The passengers felt the 
reassuring bump as the wheels 
touched down. 

The right landing gear of the 
plane bounced gently off of the 
ground As the craft settled 
again on the right wheel, the 
landing gear groaned and 
collapsed 

The right side of the plane 
instantly dropped to the runway 
surface. In a split second, the 
right wing, now carrying the 
full force of the plane s weight 
and grinding into the concrete 


runway surface, severed from 
the craft, spewing fuel which 
quickly created an inferno. 

The plane, coming to rest, is 
now engulfed in flames. Metro 
Tower almost instantly has 
alerted the airport Fire-Crash 
Department, now racing across 
the field toward the scene. 

Inside the plane, many 
passengers are unconscious, 
others are struggling fran- 
tically to flee the flames. 

Within seconds, the airport 
fire fighting personnel are on 
the scene. The flames are ex- 
tinguished and the job of 
removing passengers is begun. 

The runway is soon littered 
with the bodies of the dead and 
injured. Seventy-five of the 
passengers have suffered in- 
ternal injuries, broken or 
fractured legs, arms and ribs. 
Another 75 suffer second and 
third degree burns. Seventy- 
five others are in shock and 
suffering minor burns and 
abrasions. 

And 25 passengers are dead. 
Many of those now lying on 
the runway’s surface will die 
unless they receive immediate 
medical assistance, but on this 
day there is no immediate 
medical assistance available. 
Today there is no com- 
prehensive plan for saving the 
victims of such a disaster. 

Last Saturday there was. At 
least there was a plan for that 
day. 

When the above scenario was 
acted out at Metro Airport in 
conjunction with the Michigan 
Department of Public Health 
and Wayne County, victims of 
this mock disaster were quickly 
and efficiently evacuated to 
nearby hospitals where the 
necessary treatment could have 
been administered. But that 
was last Saturday. 

In the coming weeks, 
Associated Newspapers will be 
providing readers with a series 
of articles dealing with the 
potential impact on area 
medical facilities that such an 
airport disaster would produce. 

In addition, we will attempt to 
analyze existing procedures for 
dealing with such a medical 
disaster. 

The passengers of the WOW- 
707 were lucky. They were a 
part of an organized plan for 
dealing with an airport 
emergency. 

Today, there exists no such 
plan, other than in the minds of 
some officials. Today, more 
than 25 of those passengers 
would have died They would 
have died because there is no 
comprehensive plan for dealing 
with such a disaster today. 

We think it is time for a 
concerted effort 

Passengers place their lives 
in the hands of the airports and 
airlines. The airports, the 
airlines, and our medical 
community must not violate 
that trust.

November tax proposals outlined

PROPOSAL H 

The Voucher System: A Proposed Law to 
Abolish Property Tax For Funding Education 

This proposed law would abolish the property 
tax as a basis for funding education and replace 
it with a voucher system. The Legislature would 
then be mandated to devise a method for 
taxation to replace the property tax void. 
Briefly, the voucher system would work in this 
way. Each school age child would receive a 
voucher equal to the average per-student ex- 
penditure in a school district. 

Rather than being centrally funded, par- 
ticipating schools would receive vouchers from 
enrollees and redeem them, in turn, for cash 
from the state Parents would be permitted to 
enroll their children in the participating school of 
their choice. In short, a school would derive its 
income from enrollee vouchers. 

Proponents Say: 

•• Schools would be forced to provide a 
quality educational product. If they were made 
to compete for students as a business competes 
for customers, they would have to give evidence 
of excellence. 

Schools could tailor their programs to 
emphasize certain educational alternatives such 
as offering “open” or “traditional” classrooms. 

•• Forced busing to achieve racial in- 
tegration would no longer be required. Children 
would attend the school of their choice, regar- 
dless of race, color or creed. 

•• The voucher system would offer build-in 
safeguards for culturally or educationally 
disadvantaged children. The “compensatory 
voucher”, higher in value, would be assigned to 
schools. 


Opponents Say: 

•• Adoption of the voucher system would 
force the Legislature to find an alternative to the 
property tax as a method of financing education. 
This would be likely to result in significant in- 
creases in income and business taxes. 

•• The voucher system would jeopardize the 
education system for a number of reasons. First, 
by promoting certain educational services, a 
school’s advertising claims might outweigh 
actual educational performance. Also, once the 
voucher rate was established, schools could 
charge more for their service and thereby foster 
discrimination based on economic status. 

•• Opponents also believe that the 
availability of vouchers by private and public 
schools could threaten the separation of church 
and state. Some believe the proposal is 
parochiaid in disguise. 

PROPOSAL J 

A Proposal To Reduce Michigan's Property Tax 
by 50 Percent 

Proposal J would amend Michigan’s con- 
stitution to reduce property taxes in the state by 
50 percent. Modeled after California’s Jarvis- 
Gann (Proposition 13) initiative, the proposal 
would: 

—cut property taxes approximately in half, for 
all individuals and businesses by reducing the 
maximum assessment level from 50 to 25 per- 
cent. 

—limit assessment increases to a maximum of 
2.5 percent annually. 

—continue the prohibition against a graduated 
income tax and limit the current flat rate of 
income tax to a maximum of 5.6 percent. This is 
one percent above the current tax rate. 

—allow the legislature to provide for a local 


option school district income tax limited to one 
percent. 

— prohibit the state from requiring any new 
activity or service from local governments 
unless financed by the state. 

The impact of the proposal would be levied 
entirely on the services and programs provided 
by local governments, since the state receives no 
revenue from the property tax. 

Proponents Say: 

•• The property tax burden has become too 
great and should be reduced. 

•• Local government has grown too large and 
should be cut in size. 

Opponents Say: 

•• The “Tisch” proposal is not a tax 
limitation proposal. It is a tax shift— it placed a 
cap on the state’s ability to use its most 
equitable, most progressive tax, the income tax, 
but will not prevent increases in the rate or base 
of the single business tax, nuisance taxes and 
other taxes, imposition of users fees or new or 
increased local taxes. 

•• The major winners as a result of the tax 
shift would be low-income persons, landowners 
and capital intensive businesses The major 
losers would be high income persons, renters, 
and professional and service businesses. 

•• Revenues to local units of government, 
including schools, community colleges, counties, 
cities, villages and townships would be slashed 
drastically 

In addition, these local units would lose state 
and federal revenue sharing funds unless 
compensating changes were made in those 
formulas. Unless replacement taxes were 
adopted, this amendment would force drastic 
cuts in local service, police and fire protection, 
and school programs.

The events of last week will linger in my mind 
for years. Three people who have touched my life 
are dead 

Sunday I learned that the body of Nick Christ 
has been found in an Oakland County Lake, and 
was at Uht’s Funeral Home. 

My wife Donna and I had graduated from 
Wayne Memorial High with Nick. He and I at- 
tended classes together, and had served as 
fellow class officiers 

Arriving at Uht’s Sunday night, entering the 
room where Nick lay, Donna and I could not help 
but note the total absence of family and friends. 
Only two signatures preceeded ours in the guest 
book. 

Nick’s mother, we learned, had sat with her 
son’s body all day. Weary from the ordeal, she 
had left to return to her home in Jackson. 

In high school, Nick was one of the most 
brilliant and popular students in our class. 
Popular enough in fact to be elected Senior Class 
President. 

At the age of 35, after a marriage, one child, a 
divorce, and years of anguish, Nicholas Christ’s 
life came to an end. It appears a freak drowning 
accident had caused his death 

On Monday, thirteen people attended his 
funeral. Four of his former classmates carried 


his body to its final place of rest. What promise 
we had held for him, yet there he lay, his young 
troubled, perhaps wasted life, ended. 

Monday afternoon I received word that Ted 
Kuckelman, that “Grand Old Man” of the 
Wayne, Westland and Belleville Chambers of 
Commerce, had passed on. 

It was Ted's service with the Wayne Chamber, 
during my father’s terms as Wayne Chamber 
President, that first brought me in contact with 
Ted. I will always remember my friendship with 
him, his glorious enthusiasm, as well as the 
example he set for others. Ted was deserving of 
the 90 years God gave him on this earth. He used 
his time to accomplish worthy deeds, and to 
develop lasting friendships. 

Ted was eulogized in a service Tuesday night 
at Robert’s Brothers in Belleville by his friend 
Rev. Skoney, before a packaged gathering of 
friends and relatives. Wednesday in a service at 
St. Anthony’s Church, once again he was 
remembered by his loved ones. 

Ted Kuckelman will be remembered with 
foundness and admiration for what he did with 
his gift of life. 

On Thursday, we learned of the tragic ac- 
cidential death of Dr. Gerald Davies, a brillant 
young eye doctor who had specialized in 


childhood eve problems. He was head 
opthimology at Children’s Hospital in Detroit. 

Dr. Davies had been walking his dog near his 
homeonGrosse lie. He apparantly tripped on his 
dock, struck his head on a pipe, tumbled into the 
water, and drowned. At the age of 44 years, this 
gift to the world, was dead. 

He had operated on our daughter’s eyes twice, 
giving her, as he had so many others, a chance to 
live a normal life. His miraculous skill and 
precious knowledge, now taken from so manv 
who so desperately needed him. 

The ironies and contrasts of the vents of last 
week are numerous and obvious. 

Young Nick, with his life misspent, is gone, 
leaving behind unused potential and regrets. 

Ted, after 90 long years, with a list of ac- 
complishments and acquaintanships too long to 
recount, has left us with only fond memories 

And Gerald Davies, needed by patients and 
family, and at the peak of a productive career, 
has been taken. 

Nothing is so certain for man as the knowledge 
that one day we must all depart from this life on 
earth. Nothing is so uncertain to us as the time 
and place of our calling. 

I cannot help but to pause and ponder, how 
fruitful will have been my life, when my . . day is 
done.

A patchwork Quilt 

Kensington Nature

Leaves of bright red. yellow and 
gold form a patchwork quilt of 
autumn color that is at its vivid best 
on hiking trails and bike paths in city 
parks and urban nature centers 
Animals at the state s many fine 
municipal zoos can be a little 
friskier with the arrival of autumn's 
cooler temperatures Arboretums, 
scenic gardens and island parks 
within city limits or easily ac- 
cessible to urban dwellers become a 
riot of color at this time of year. 

The Detroit Zoo is a lush, wooded 
sanctuary for people and animals 
alike. Visitors in autumn will find 
the colorful fall foliage an attractive 
backdrop for photographing some 
500 species of mammals, including 
the largest collection of polar bears 

in captivity. t L , 

Lansing’s Potter Zoo on the banks 
of the Red Cedar River is another 
favorite spot for fall color watchers, 
while visitors to Clinch Park Zoo at 
Traverse City see not only animals 
native to Michigan but also beautiful 
Grand Traverse Bay— at its 
sparkling best. 

Deer, timber wolves, coyotes, 
bear cubs and a bobcat are the 
animal attractions at the zoo on 
Marquette’s Presque Isle Park. 
Perhaps an even bigger lure is the 
riot of color awaiting motorists on a 
drive through the heavily forested 
peninsula jutting into Lake Superior. 
At the 90-acre Fernwood Inc.. 


near Niles, visitors who take the 
half-mile, 45-minute, self-guided 
nature trail can see 88 different 
ferns, a rock and bog garden and 
native trees in varying hues of 
crimson and gold. 

Ann Arbor’s Nichols Arboretum is a 
138-acre tract of land situated along 
the Huron River in the center of 
town, and a winding trail leads 
hikers through lush foliage of 
rainbow colors. 

Five miles of self-guided nature 
trails await fall color watchers at 
the Carl G. Fenner Arboretum in 
Lansing, where all the trees are 
labeled for easy identification. 
Battle Creek’s Leila Arboretum 
contains not only native Michigan 
trees but many rare plantings on its 
205-acre tract 

Combine fall color viewing with 
bird watching at the Wildfowl 
Sanctuary in Alpena, where a nickel 
buys corn from a machine to feed 
the ducks. Kensington Metropark 
near Milford is a photographer’s 
dream. Its scenic overlooks capture 
a panorama of Canada geese 
swooping gracefully over lakes 
bordered by foliage in glorious color 

Two well-known Michiganians are 
responsible for the lush gardens 
which are among the state’s most 
famous. The Gardens of Cranbrook 
surround the family home of 
publisher George G Booth in 
Bloomfield Hills, near Pontiac Dow 
Gardens at Midland were started in 


1899 by Dow Chemical Co. founder 
Herbert H. Dow. 

Some city-owned island parks give 
visitors a chance to combine fall 
color viewing with ship-watching. 
Belle Isle in the Detroit River and 
Ojibway Island in the Saginaw River 
are tree-lined with paths for walking 
and benches for sitting while wat- 
ching giant freighters or pleasure 
boats pass 

Best color viewing in Michigan 
this year will be Sept. 22 to Oct. 15 in 
the Upper Peninsula and in the 
Lower Peninsula north of a line from 
Ludington to Standish. Advancing 
south to a line from Muskegon to 
Port Huron, fall color is at its peak in 
Michigan’s mid-section Oct. 6-22 
Extreme southern Michigan will 
have its best color viewing Oct. 13- 
22 . 

The fall color schedule was earlier 
the past couple of years because of 
lengthy summer dry spells, but with 


better rainfall last spring it is almost 
back on target. 

Rain— or the lack of it— plays a 
major role in fall color. Chlorophyll, 
one of the many kinds of coloring 
matter in trees, makes it possible for 
trees to absorb energy from sunlight 
and turn carbon dioxide and water 
into sugars and starches It is those 
sugars that help create the trees’ 
colorful pigments. 

Chlorophyll keeps leaves green 
but with less water in the soil, less of 
the chemical forms, allowing the 
other colorful pigments to take over. 
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•Fall is one of the most popular 
easons at the nature study area of 
Censington Metropark near Milford.

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Should attract new interest 

Inkster's Industrial Acres receives an 'A ' rating

In days to come, Inkster officials 
may well circle September 26. 1978 
on the calendar and mark it as a red- 
letter day in the overall industrial 
development of the city. 

Because a major goal was 
achieved Tuesday when the state 
gave Inkster’s Industrial Acres 
Subdivision a Gass A rating. 

A team comprised of two mem- 
bers of the Michigan Professional 
Development Association and one 
representative of the state’s Office 
of Economic Expansion reviewed 
and made an on-site inspection of the 
industrial park at Henry Ruff Road 
and Penn Central Railroad. 

"Now that Inkster has a Class A 
Industrial Park, it will attract much 
new industry,” said Charles W. 
Hazen, industry representative for 
the Michigan Department of 
Commerce. 

“'Hie money that the city spent to 
put in these facilities will entice 
industries for a much-needed tax- 
base and also provide new jobs.’’ 

Hazen said that quite a bit of in- 
terest has been generated since the 
development of the park the past two 
months. “Within one year, I believe 
several industries will be in.” 

Joining Hazen on his inspection 
tour were Inkster Mayor Terrel 
LeCesne, City Treasurer Bruce 
Cook, George Lloyd, site location 
consultant for Detroit Edison; 
Ernest Maddock, manager real 
estate, for Campbell Development 
Co., and Elon Mickels, a city planner 
whose firm was hired in Janurary to 


made towards industrial and other 
develop new industrial and com- 
mercial ventures in Inkster. 

Mayor LeCesne, who met with the 
review team prior to the land’s 
certification as a Gass A industrial 
park, was very optimistic about the 
city’s future. 

“Significant progress has been 
economic development of the city,” 
he said. “This site is a major in- 
dustrial location in Inkster and its 
development will serve as a 
stimulus to other industrial 
developers. 

“The development of the parcel 
will strengthen the tax base and ease 
the burden for homeowners,” 
LeCesne said. 

The City of Inkster bought the 45- 
acre parcel of land from Wayne 
County on July 27, 1973 to develop as 
an industrial park. The city invested 
$400,000 into improvements in water, 
sewers and roadways to make the 
parcel attractive to industry. 

Tuesday’s certification will go a 
long way toward luring industries to 
the city. Inkster’s industrial park 
scored 88.5 points out of a total 
possible number of 100 for its Class A 
rating. 

Industrial developers have long 
since recognized the need for 
uniformity in use of the term “in- 
dustrial park ”. The term designates 
certain kinds of districts or sub- 
divisions set aside for sites to be 
occupied by groups of industrial 
facilities. 

However, areas designated by 
tdhe name range from the highly 
sophisticated, organized industrial

Never been so scared 


"I was scared, let me tell you. I’d 
never been so scared in my life. But 
I didn’t really have any choice. I was 
all alone with him, and nobody else 
was around to help.” 

That’s Johnny J. talking. Sixteen 
years old, wearing a Star Wars - 
shirt and frayed blue jeans— your 
typical American teen-ager- 
talking about saving his father’s life. 

‘‘I didn’t know if I could do it But 
like I said, you don’t have a lot of 
choice at a time like that.” 

“We’d gone up to the cottage, just 
the two of us, and we were having a 
great weekend together. We’d taken 
care of a lot of little jobs that needed 
to be done, and we were just getting 
ready to cut down some dead trees— 
when all of a sudden, he just sort of 
grabs his chest and keels right over. 

‘‘I remember yelling, ‘Dad, are 
you okay— what’s the matter?’ And 
he didn’t answer. I got down over 
him. He wasn’t breathing. I felt for 
his pulse and couldn’t feel that 
either. 

“All I could think of was ‘This is it. 
I wonder if I can do it?* 

“See, last year in school, in our 
health class, we took a CPR course. 
It was taught by a fire department 
paramedic. 

“We had a movie, got some 
literature from the Heart 
Association and even practiced on 
manikins. We had to do chest 
compression and breathing and 
everything. 

I passed the course with no 
problem. Even got a wallet card 
from the Heart Association that says 
I know how to do it...” 

At this point Johnny pulled out his 
wallet card and displayed it. 

“But when it comes right down to 
doing it on a human being— your own 
father, for heaven’s sake— that’s 
something else again. 

“I didn’t know if I was going to 
remember everything you’re sup- 
posed to do, like checking the per- 
son’s eyes and stuff. But you haven’t 


got time to ask yourself a lot of 
questions when something like that 
happens.” 

Johnny had remembered the most 
crucial fact of all. When someone 
has a heart attack, stops breathing 
and loses consciousness, brain cells 
begin dying within four to six 
minutes. Prompt action must be 
taken in order to avoid permanent 
brain damage. 

Johnny continued his story: “So I 
just thought, ‘Help or no help, right 
or wrong, I’ve got to do it.” So I 
tipped his head back to open his 
airway. He didn’t start breathing on 
his own again and I still couldn’t feel 
his pulse. So I gave him the four 
quick breaths and started on the 
chest massage. All this time I was 
wondering if I was doing things 
right. . 

“It seemed like I did it for an 
awful long time, when finally I heard 
a truck coming down the road. I 
stopped just long enough to yell for 
help. Thank God they heard me. 
They called the sheriff’s office and 
an ambulance came. I kept up the 
G 5 R till they came and took my dad 
to the hospital in town. He was there 
for about two w eeks before he came 
home.” 

Johnny’s father had had a heart 
attack. Doctors at the hospital he 
was taken to say he would not be 
alive today except for Johnny’s 
prompt action. 

The method Johnny used when his 
father collapsed— cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation (CPR)-can be taught 
to just about anyone. Last year the 
Michigan Heart Association’s CPR 
instructors taught it to more than 
90,000 people including physicians, 
nurses, firemen and policemen— and 
students like Johnny J. 

If you would like to learn CPR, call 
any office of the Michigan Heart 
Association. They’ll tell you when a 
class is being planned, or can 
arrange a class for your club or 
organization.

district, to an isolated dornfield 
completely lacking in basic services 
and amenities. 

To give prospective occupants a 
better idea of what they can expect 
to find in an industrial park and 
assure them of high quality site 
characteristics and services, 
Michigan Department of Commerce 
has adopted a set of standards for 
qualified developments to be known 
as “Certified Industrial Parks". 

To be eligible for state cer- 
tification, an industrial park must 
meet the following basic 
requirements: l) Minimum size of 
40 acres; 2) Zoned for industrial use: 
3) Have both external and internal 
paved streets; and 4) Have water 
and sanitary sewer installed. 

Only a handful of cities in Western 
Wayne County have certified in- 
dustrial parks. These include 
Wayne, two in Romulus, Canton, 
Taylor, Livonia and Dearborn 

Inkster's Industrial Park will now 
be promoted internationally through 
the Michigan Department of 
Commerce, which retains offices as 
far away as Brussels, Belgium. 

In addition, Elon Mickels and 
Associates plan an aggressive 
promotional program toward in- 
dustries most likely to be interested 
in Inkster’s unique characteristics

Did you know that fish 
will spoil more rapidly 
than any other protein 
food?

Car thefts, an enormous cost to society, are avoidable 


Every 32 seconds a car is stolen 
somewhere in the United States 
resulting in the theft of nearly one 
million cars annually, according to 
''•—the National Auto Theft Bureau 
(NATB) 

Many of these thefts can be 
prevented. 

-- The enormous cost to society has 
been estimated to be as much as $1 .6 
-billion. In addition to the cost and the 
»• personal inconvenience, stolen cars 
are 200 times more likely to become 
involved in a serious accident. 

__ Basically, there are two types of 


auto thieves. Amateurs usually steal 
a car for joyriding and then abandon 
it after a few hours, sometimes after 
stripping it of tires and accessories. 

Professionals make a living 
stealing cars. They account for most 
of the cars that are stolen and not 
recovered. These cars are taken to 
so-called “chop-shops’’ where they 
are dismantled for their major parts 
that don’t carry identification 
numbers. Law enforcement 
authorities with help from insurance 
companies, trade associations and 
private citizens seek out and shut 


down these illegal operations. 

Some professional thieves steal 
for “customers” who want a specific 
model car and may even have 
pointed out the car desired. If you 
live in one of the large metropolitan 
areas, your car may be singled out 
for theft. 

Can you prevent auto theft? Yes, 
you can discourage thieves by 
making your car more difficult to 
steal 

The first and most obvious 
precaution is to remove the key from 
the ignition, since convicted thieves 


report that keys left in the ignition 
accounted for nearly one in five cars 
they stole. 

The last thing a car thief wants to 
do is to attract attention on the job. 
He would be a lot more noticeable 
trying to jimmy a lock than seated 
at the wheel of a car that already 
was open. So one of the most ef- 
fective security measures car 
owners can adopt is to lock their 
cars everytime they leave them. 
Make sure the car doors are locked, 
and all windows are secured, even 
when the car is parked in your own 


driveway. This will discourage 
amateurs and cause a professional 
to decide it is not worth the extra 
time and risk to force an entry 

If you do not feel secure without a 
spare key, keep it with you, not in 
the car in one of those “secret” 
hiding places under the floor mat, 
under the seat, or in the ash tray. 
The first thing a thief does when he 
gets into a car is to check the usual 
hiding places for a key. 

Always park in populated, well 
lighted areas. The presence of a 
number of people gives a thief 


second thoughts, since he cannot 
know if one of them is the owner. 

Park only in attended parking lots, 
if possible Leave only the ignition 
key with the attendant and take your 
trunk key with you. Make sure that 
your key number does not appear on 
the key you leave. 

Install an anti-theft device. Ac- 
tivated alarm systems will scare off 
amateur and professional thieves 
alike, since they don’t want attention 
drawn to their activities. 

Don’t leave registration papers in 
the car unless it is required by law.

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Michigan Bell proposes rate revision Week by Week 


Michigan Bell has proposed 
revising rates for extension 
telephones, Touch-Tone calling and 
several other services to simplify 
charges and relate them more 
closely to their actual costs, 

Donald M. Lambe, Michigan Bell 
assistant vice-president, said the 
proposal was not designed to in- 
crease company revenues. 

“The overall revenue effect would 
be a wash because increases in 
charges for some services would be 
offset by decreases in charges for 
others,” he said. 

The proposal, filed with the Public 
Service Commission in Lansing, 
would break monthly residence 
extension rates into separate inside 
wiring and instrument charges, 
Lambe said. 

Customers would be charged a 35- 
cent monthly inside wiring charge 
per extension plus a separate rate 
for each residence extension 
telephone provided by Michigan 
Bell. These rates would differ for 


various telephone models such as 
Princess, Trimline and Touch-Tone 
phones. 

The company’s proposal also calls 
for revised rates for residence and 
business Touch-Tone service. 

Residence customers would 
continue to receive a standard 
rotary telephone at no additional 
charge as part of basic residence 
service. Under the proposal, the 
credit for customers who provide 
their own main telephones would be 
increased from 60 to 75 cents a 
month. 


“There would be little change in 
the vast majority of customers’ 
monthly bills,” Lambe said. 

In Detroit, for example, a 
residence customer with one-party 
flat rate service with one standard 
rotary telephone now pays $8.34 a 
month. This would remain un- 
changed. A residence customer with 
one-party flat rate service with 
Touch-Tone calling and one stan- 
dard Touch-Tone phone now pays 
$10.24 a month. This customer’s bill 
would be reduced 35 cents to $9.89 a 


month. 

A residence customer with one- 
party flat rate service with Touch- 
Tone calling and two standard 
Touch-Tone phones now pays $11.37 
a month. This customer’s bill would 
be increased 47 cents to $11.84 a 
month. 

A customer with one-party flat 
rate service who provides his own 
telephone now pays $7 74 a month 
Under the proposal, this customer 
would pay $7.59 a month, or 15 cents 
less for basic service.

Many factors can play roles in making a person overweight. Thus many 
techniques can be implemented in the quest to lose excess weight. 

No technique is more important to a successful diet than being aware of our 
eating patterns. 

The idea is simple, but don’t let its simplicity fool you. 

How many hours yesterday were you aware of the food you were allowed to 
eat? How many times did you eat something you shouldn’t have? What were the 
conditions under which you ate properly, improperly or not at all? 

If you can’t answer those questions accurately, you are missing out on a 
valuable method of controlling your diet. 

To make sure you can answer such questions in the future, I recommend that 
you begin charting your eating day-by-day in order to keep track 

Charting is a way of recording the important aspects of our eating, in a way 
which allows us to draw accurate and useful conclusiohs in time to take ad- 
vantage of what we learn. 

It has a number of advantages. 

When the information, or “feedback,” from the chart is positive, we get 
reassurance and well-deserved pats on the back. When things apparently need 
some improvement, we get clues as to what steps can be helpful. 

I like to compare the value of a chart to a dieter with the value of a compass to 
a hiker who is trying to find his way out of the woods The hiker can get out 
sooner or later by trial and error, but the compass will help him get out a lot 
sooner. Similarly, you may detect your problem areas without use of a chart, 
but it’s far more likely to be easy if you get proper “feedback.” 

I like a charting technique which takes just two steps. 

First, devise a form of your own that will allow you to keep an exact record of 
your eating habits by the hour each day. 

Second, devise a simple system of entries which will allow you to draw con- 
clusions from the basic information. 

Next to each hour, write entries which will tell you whether you ate foods 
allowable on your diet, not allowable on your diet or nothing at all. 

After a relatively short period, patterns will emerge from which you can gain 
valuable insights into your eating behavior. 

Do you stick to your diet better on certain days? At certain hours? Under 
certain social conditions? 

Knowing the answers is vital to dealing with the problem areas. 

One final urging! Don’t give up on the charting plan just because you slip and 
forget to make a few entries before you get used to the idea.

Annual Gem Show to feature Austrian Royal Crown 


FAMED AUSTRIAN 
IMPEREAL TIARA 

There's a gem of a show coming 
up on Oct. 13 — 15 at the Lightguard 
Armory on East Eight Mile Road in 
Detroit. It’s the Greater Detroit 
Gem and Mineral Show, hosted by 
the Michigan Mineralogical Society, 
and it’s one of the world’s top gem 
and mineral affairs. 

This, the 15th annual show 
sponsored by the Michigan society, 
will feature a wide variety of 
exhibits presented by some of the 
nation’s most outstanding museums. 

Highlighting these exciting 
displays will be the beautifully 
jeweled crown which once belonged 
lo the Imperial Family of Austria. 
-Tike old King Tut, whose royal 
family left many memorabilia for 
the modern world to see, “rags to 
riches” Napoleon Bonaparte and his 
queen Marie Louise, also have 
provided something in which today’s 
public can revel. 

Back in 1811 when Napoleon’s 
second spouse gave birth to a son 
and thus assured the empire of an 
heir, Napoleon in his enthusiasm 
presented his fruitful wife with 
beautiful tiara studded with 950 
brilliant Indian diamonds and a 
generous sprinkling of sparkling 
emeralds. The diamonds alone 
totaled something like 700 carats. 


Some years later this jewel- 
studded diadem passed from the 
hands of Marie Louise to the Ar- 
chduke of Austria to become the 
property of the Imperial Family of 
Austria. Just recently, the head- 
piece was donated to the 
Smithsonian Institution. 

With its emeralds now replaced 
with choice turquoise cabochons 
which set off the priceless array of 
diamonds and adds to the general 
symmetry of the piece, this 
fascinating crown is one of the many 
unusual things to be seen at the gem 
and mineral show. 

The lineup of museums furnishing 
exhibits, in addition to the 
Smithsonian, includes the 
Geological Museum of Copenhagen, 
Denmark; Canada’s National 
Museum of Ottawa; the Royal 
Ontario Museum of Totonto; the

County-wide Walk is set 


Flans for a county-wide “Walk for 
Life”, to distribute Vial of Life kits 
to households throughout Wayne 
County, have shifted from Oct. 7 to 
Oct. 21. 

“The change from Oct. 7 to Oct. 21 
was necessary to accommodate 
groups which want to participate 
and to permit more time for 
organizing of this gigantic project,” 
explained Erv Steiner of Grosse 
Pointe Farms, the county com- 
missioner who first suggested the 
county-wide program. 

Meanwhile the program received 
a major boost from donations by 
Blue Cross Blue Shield of Michigan 
and Cunningham Drug Stores Inc. 

Blue Cross-Blue Shield donated 
$3,000 to underwrite the distribution 
of some 56,000 Vials of Life to senior 
citizens and low-income families. 

“This gift is consistent with our 
objectives of improving the health of 
those in the community and helping 
to contain health care costs. We are 


especially pleased that the program 
may quite literally save lives,” said 
Richard Whitmer, Blues executive 
vice-president, in presenting the 
check to Steiner. 

Cunningham Drug Stores made a

available free at all 104 Cunningham 
Drug stores in Michigan and Ohio. 

“Since the door-to-door 
(distribution) method depends 
entirely upon the voluntary efforts of 
such groups as students, Scouts and 
members of public-spirited 
organizations, we are pleased to be 
able to help defray part of the cost of 
the county’s program,” said Jack 
Zurawaka, director of professional 
services for Cunningham’s.

Melee mars Chargers' 4th triumph, 26-14

The old song goes “when the 
irresistable force meets the im- 
movable object something has gotta 
give.” 

And last Friday night the 
irresistable force was Livonia 
Churchill who moved the immovable 
object, Plymouth Canton, out of its 
Western Six Conference Football 
title path. 

Churchill unveiled a balanced 
offense and rolled to its fourth 
straight - second in the league - 
victory, 26-14 over the Chiefs who 
have lost both of their conference 
encounters. 

Coach Ken Kaestner’s Churchill 
squad can now look to perennial 
power Farmington Harrison and to 
the possibility of a Class A state 
championship playoff berth. The 
Chargers are presently in a battle in 
Region III for the playoff spot with 
Plymouth Salem and Detroit 
Catholic Central. 

Meanwhile, Coach Dave Schuele 
and the Canton Chiefs are not going 
to the state playoffs or are they 
likely to win a league title, however, 
they would like to win their first ever 
Homecoming game Friday night 


when they host Waterford Mott. 

The Churchill-Canton con- 
frontation was a well-played and 
extremely physical game. As an 
indication of just how physical, three 
players were ejected from what 
Schuele described as a “war.” 

And the game was closer than the 
score might indicate. 

The Chargers won the first down 
duel 17-12, while in rushing yardage 
Canton held a slim edge 165-161. In 
passing, Churchill QB Rick Coppola 
was seven of 11 for 144 yeards while 
his Canton counterpart, Scotty 
Dawson, hit on eight of 18 for 127 but 
had two aerials intercepted. 

Total yardage showed the 
Chargers outgaining the Chiefs 305- 
292. The one statistic with which 
Schuele was upset was penalties: 
Churchill was penalized four times 
for 50 yards; there were 11 flags 
against Canton for a total of 105 
yards. 

Churchill took control early in the 
game, building up a 13-0 first 
quarter lead. The Chargers grabbed 
the opening kickoff and moved 70 
yards in seven plays that was 
highlighted by two long completions 
from Coppola to Mark Liedholdt - 
good for 23 yards, and to Steve 
Zabrowski for 26 yards and the

“Alcohol is one of our most 
dangerous and yet widely used 
drugs,” said Franklin football 
coach Armand Vigna, “and it is a 
common commodity on the high 
school scene today because we 
have 18 year olds who legally can 
purchase it and through them it 
filters down to the younger kids. 

“We talk about the rest of the 
drug scene,” Vigna continued, 
“but alcohol cripples more 
people than all of the rest of the 
drugs combined.” 

Vigna says he is one who 
strongly advocates abolishing the 
law giving 18 year olds the right 
to purchase alcoholic beverages. 

“I am not so naive to believe 
that if we return to the old ways, 
hiking the age to 21 before a person could legally buy alcohol that 
we will be eliminating the problem, however, it becomes tougher 
for the 18 year old to get the booze, therefore, making it even harder 
for the 17 and under age group.” 

Vigna has been coaching junior high and senior high football 
teams for over 21 years, “and it’s getting tougher to deal with the 
alcohol problems as each year goes by.” 

Last week some of his players were involved in a fracas which 
ended with three of his players handing in their uniforms. 

“It is as difficult for me to ask these kids to submit their uniforms 
as it is for them to hand them in,” Vigna said, “but what are we 
trying to teach these kids? They knew when they came out for the 
team that there were certain rules they had to abide by - they 
violated them and therefore must pay the penalty. 

“I don’t think any coach wants to boot a player off a team that the 
kid has tried so hard to make — the disciplinary action is an act of 
failure of communications on all sides and when it occurs it hurts 
everyone.” 

The problem, of course, isn’t unique to Franklin or Livonia. 

Like the Man said, “Let he who has not sinned cast the first 
stone.”

The Rockets are not very heavy 
but their tremendous speed and

Start your engines

Man or woman, young or small . . . Nine 
times out of 10 you’ve driven a car. When it 
needed gas, you pulled into a gas station 
and a pump jockey — at your bidding — 
filled it up 

When you got a flat, it was simply a 
matter of calling for road service. And if 
the air was low in a front or rear tire, 
friendly mechanic, with a handy-dandy 
guage, corrected the deficiency. 

But more and more gas stations a 
swinging away from full service. Now it’s 
self-serve at the gas pumps, clean your 
own windows anc check your own air 
pressure, or it’s frequent a service station 
that offers those nicities at a price. 

Being a woman, the workings of an in- 
ternal combustion engine just doesn’t have 
the appeal that a sewing catologue does. 
But in the past few years I have found out 
about my "wheels” through experience. 

I’ve had close encounters with a flat tire 
in the dead of winter, a malfunctioning air 
conditioner in the hottest part of the 
summer, and a passing gear that didn’t 
know when to quit 

Out of an urge to save money, I learned 
to pump my own^gas, and out of need for 
more windshield wiper solvent I learned 
how to put the hood up on the car and 
locate the holding tank. 

A growing trend 


But by far my coup’d etat was the air 
conditioning fuse. 

It was by chance I discovered where the 
gadget— no larger than a pill box— was 
located. When a big car gets hot in the 
summer, its gets hot. And when the air 
conditioning unit is blowing out hot air like 
a blast furnace, it’s a good indication that 
there’s something wrong 

A quick trip to our friendly mechanic 
corrected the situation, and it was by 
watching him that I found out where the 
fuse was. 

Little did we know that the blown fuse 
meant a larger problem — a freon leak — 
and less than two weeks later in small 
town up north, the unit again was blowing 
hot air. 

I headed to town to get the fuse replaced. 
1 stopped at one gas station, and had to 
show the attendant what I was talking 
about. His directions to me were simple. 

"Lady, you seem to know what you 
want. Why don’t you drive down to the auto 
parts store, buy the fuse and replace it 
yourself.” 

It was my moment of triumph. I not only 
got the right part, but managed to get the 
hood up and the new fuse in without in- 
cident 

The moral of the story is this. Your car 
isn’t just a piece of smelly machinery that 


gets you from one spot to another You 
take care of it. and it will take care of you. 

A total lack of knowledge about your car 
can prove to be disasterous. 1 found that 
out when I had to change a flat tire. I knew 
how to get the tire of the tire out of the 
trunk, but where the jack went and lifting 
the wheel onto the axel . . well, I had th 


stand around and look helpless. 

Simple know-how goes along way. That’s 
why every chance l get, which is mainly at 
tune-up time, I have my head under the 
hood finding out what the thing-a-mabob or 
which-a-jiggcr is 

Now. if only someone would show me 
how to check my oil . . 



'Powder Puff' mechanics bloom

Ah, the intricacies of the modern motor 
vehicle! 

The automobile is annoying enough to 
deal with when it leaks oil, loses brake 
fluid, gobbles gas, or blows a tire doing 65 
down an expressway posted for less; let 
alone when it needs a change of filter, 
replacement of headlamp or a seasonal 
tuneup. 

For many years, women were not 
supposed to know how to deal with these 
things It was always presumed that a 
strong, knowledgable male was lurking 
somewhere around the comer (or behind 
the wheel) to take these matters out of her 
delicate little hands. 

Not so Today there are not only too few 
males of any age lurking around, there are 
more women than ever left on their own, 
alone, stranded on the expressway with 
their malfunctioning motor car 

A number of courses have sprung up to 
fill this obvious need. 

Loosely referred to as "powder puff 
mechanics”, the courses propose to teach 
women the fundamentals of car main- 
tenance. 

Some of the things which these courses 
teach range from the very fundamental 
checking your oil to the more 
sophisticated — giving your car a tuneup 
on your own. 


They do not go into the “heavy stuff’ 
like welding and bumping — but after this 
course any interested student will be able 
to go on and learn how to be an auto 
mechanic, if she so desires. 

The whole point is familiarizing females 
with what’s under the hood — what a 
carbeurator, radiator or battery looks like 


The local community colleges are of- 
fering these basic auto mechanics courses 
this fall, cheifly through the auspices of 
Community Service Programs. 

Both Wayne County Community College 
and Schoolcraft College are offering the 
course this fall. So is the Wayne-Westland 
YMCA 

At Schoolcraft, the course is called 
“Automobile Fundamentals for Women,” 
and runs Friday evenings from 8 to 10 p.m. 

Residents of the district must pay $15 for 
the one-credit-hour course, plus three 
dollars for the fee, or $18.50 total. Non- 
residents must pay $26 plus the three 
dollars, or $29 to take the course. 

For WCCC, the course will be offered at 
the new Downriver Regional Center in 
Taylor, at 21000 Northiine Road. 

In the Wayne-Westland area, the course 
is being aired by the YMCA, Tuesdays, 
from 7-8 p.m., fees from $9 to $18. 

And these, at least ought to help the far- 
from-helpless female off the highway and 
back into the automobile — as far as the 
next service station anyway. 


For most of us in snow belt areas, winter means time for snow 
tires. Have snow tires mounted early enough to save yourself the 
aggravation of long lines and long waits when the snow flies. 
And remember that frequent tire air pressure checks are 
needed during the winter as well as during warmer months. A 
tire loses one pound of pressure for every 10-degree drop in 
temperature.

Driving in inclement weather accounts 
for more than 30 percent of all vehicle 
accidents and more than 20 percent of all 
vehicle fatalities. 

The odds of having an accident however, 
can be greatly reduced if the motorist 
follows a few simple rules of safe driving 

Whenever driving on slippery roaa 
surfaces, reduce speed accordingly and 
allow at least 50 percent more following 
distance behind the car in front of you. The 
stopping ability of any vehicle is reduced 
on slick pavements, and that extra 
distance may just be the margin of safety 
you need. 

Maintain a smooth, even acceleration 
while traveling on slick pavements. 
Sudden braking can cause loss of vehicle 
control, and, taking your foot off the ac- 
celerator quickly can have the same effect 
as sudden braking. 

Hydroplaning occurs when standing 
water on a road surface is deeper than the 
tread depth of tires, causing the tires to 
lose contact with the road. If this happens, 
do not apply the brakes. Ease back on the 
accelerator until contact between tires and 
road surface is restored. Hard braking can 
cause loss of vehicle control. 

In wet weather, brakes get damp and 
lose effectiveness. Keep them dry and 
ready for instant use by lightly riding the 
brake pedal for several seconds and at 
regular intervals during wet weather 
driving. The heat produced by riding the 
pedal will dry the brake lining 

Have your vehicle s braking system 
inspected periodically, at least once a 
year Even poor brakes sometimes per- 
form adequately under normal driving 


conditions, but, should an emergency 
arise, poor brakes can fail The only way to 
insure safe braking is to have the entire 
system inspected regularly by a qualified 
mechanic. 

Beware of polished ice, made smooth by 
tires. This type of ice is usually warmer 
than surrounding ice, and ice at 30 degrees 
is twice as slippery as ice at 0 degrees 

Wet leaves can be as slippery as ice. 
Slow down accordingly. 

Patches of ice or snow cause about one- 
third of all accidents on icy or snow 
covered roadways Look for ice in shaded 
areas, and reduce speed Partially melted 
ice or snow in sunny spots can be ex- 
tremely dangerous Water on top of ice 
makes it more slippery. 

In snow, try to follow previous vehicle 
tracks Alter speed and direction 
gradually. The probability of a skid in- 
creases with sudden movements— even 
during down-shifting and deceleration. 

When stopping on a slippery pavement, 
pump brakes lightly and hold the steering 
wheel firmly. Apply steering only when 
foot is off brake pedal 

When starting from snow or ice, ac- 
celerate slowly and keep the front wheels 
straight. Back the car a few feet, then 
move forward in the same tracks so that 
the car can get over the humps of snow left 
by the rear wheels. 

If stuck in snow, avoid sitting in the car 
with the windows up and the engine 
running Carbon monoxide fumes from the 
exhaust can cause death Remove snow 
and slush from behind and in front of 
wheels, and from tailpipe. Rock car gently 
forward and backward

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Women's winter worries 


Snow's initial excitement turns to 'slush'

There’s probably nothing that’s going to 
make you feel exactly good about driving 
in the snow this winter. The exhilelrating 
feeling you’ll get that first morning you 
look out the window and see that first 
blanket of the white stuff will quickly turn 
to dread as you think of actually going out 
and driving anywhere in the stuff. 

If there is anything at all that will at 
least ease the pain a bit, it is knowing that 
you and your car are equipped with the 
safety and first aid items that might help 
you out of a pinch. 

You’ll hope you never have to use them, 
but you’ll always be glad to have them 
there. 

It is common for women especially to 
feel insecure and unsafe while driving in 
the winter. 

So take steps now to stock up with items 
on a safety check list, compiled from in- 
formation distributed by experts, and by 
drivers who have been there and found 
their stockpile wanting. 

(1) Any time of year, you need a first aid 
kit. It will include bandages and tape, 
antiseptic, salve, aspirin, smelling salts. 
Include a book of matches, and any other 
odds and ends (chapstick, lotion) that you 
may want sometime. 

(2) In your glove compartment should be 
a flashlight in working order, and a 
recognized highway distress flag or signal. 
Some auto clubs or CB groups give out 
orange flags that the driver can attach to 


the car window or antennea signalling 
need for help. A red or white cloth could do 
the same. 

If you want to get extravagant, you may 
want to stock flares in your trunk, but 

learn how to use them correctly to warn 
oncoming traffic, if your car is stalled at 
the side of the road. Women who are 
totally without knowledge of the car should 
also find out such basics as how to open the 
hood of the car (to signal motor trouble) 
and how to turn on the emergency 
flashers. 

(3) Especially if you’re a single person 
who frequently drives alone, but also in 
cases of families, a warm blanket tossed in 
the back seat is not only a good seat 
warmer, but a “security blanket” in case 
you’re stuck in your car for any period of 
time. If being “snowed in” for a couple of 
hours during long distance expressway 
driving is on your mind, go ahead and 
stock some non-perishable food, such as 
candy bars or snack foods in your glove 
compartment. And always drive with at 
least a half tank or more of gasoline. 

(4) Naturally, the quickest network for 
getting help, if you’re in trouble, is through 
the Citizens Band radio. Even if you’re not 
“into” CB lingo, if you have such a radio, 
keep it in the car for use in emergencies. 

(5) It should go without saying, that your 
snow equipment should include a scraper 
for ice, and bruch for sweeping away snow 
from windshields and lights. These belong 
in the car, easy to reach. Get them before 
the first snow fall, so you’re not caught 
with a couple inches of powdery snow on 
your car and no equipment to get it off.

Some women go so far as to carry a snow 
shovel in the car or trunk, too. If nothing 
else, it’s a good feeling to know that, if all 
else fails, you can dig your wheels out of 
the slush. 

(6) If you drive a small compact car, 
light in weight, some extra weight in the 
trunk — bags of dirt or cement — can give 
you extra traction in the snow. And jumper 
cables in your trunk will always be a good 
idea. Learn how to use them, it’s not dif- 
ficult 

(7) Have in your trunk solvent for 
cleaning windows. Grimey slush on your 


window can be as hazardous as ice under 
your tires 

(8) Finally, a suggestion comes from one 
who’s been there. Even if you’re going only 
a short distance, or on your way to a 
special occasion, dress warmly. Take 
gloves, a warm hat, wear boots. No one 
ever “plans” to get stalled, stuck in a 
snowbank, involved in a fender bender or 
other mishaps where you may end up 
outside your car exposed to all the 
elements. 

And it is likely that if you’re well 
prepared for the worst, it will never 
happen. That’s one of nature’s laws.

Legal studs available for winter 


A growing number of motorists who 
want to get a better grip on winter roads 
this season will be depending on snow tires 
and chains rather than studs. 

The only studded snow tires permitted 
on Michigan roads are radial-ply tires 
equipped with soft studs known com- 
mercially as Perma-T Grippers. Any other 
types of studded tires have been illegal in 
Michigan since 1975. 

The firm that introduced Perma-T 
Grippers discontinued their manufacture 
in 1976 and says that they have not been 
manufactured since. The only known 
Michigan distributors say supplies of the 
legal studs are sufficient to meet demand 
this vear 


Approved studs may be used on 
Michigan roads north of a line from Mason 
to Arenac counties from Oct. 1 to May 1 
Below that line, they are permitted from 
Nov. 15 to April 1 

Michigan motorists traveling state 
roads with illegal studs or with legal studs 
outside the set time periods are subject to 
a fine of up to $100, a jail sentence of up to 
90 days, or both 

However, it is the practice of Michigan 
State Police to extend to out-of-state 
motorists traveling Michigan roads the 
same privileges for studded tires per- 
mitted in their home states

boring Wisconsin and Ontario. Ten other 
states in which studs are totally banned 
are Florida, Hawaii, Illinois, Louisiana, 
Minnesota, Mississippi. Pennsylvania, 
Rhode Island, Texas and Utah. ( Minnesota 
permits out-of-state motorists with 
studded tires to drive on its roads for 30 
days.) 

Twenty-seven states allow studs, with 
varying time restrictions. The District of 
Columbia permits studded tire use from 
Oct. 15 to April 15. New Mexico permits 
studded tires, with no specific time limit, 
but law states they are permitted “only 
when required for safety because of...- 
conditions causing a vehicle to skid," and 
the law is “subject to local in- 
terpretation.” 

Eleven states have no restrictions. They 


are Alabama, Colorado, Georgia, Ken- 
tucky, New Hampshire, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, South Dakota. Tennessee, 
Vermont and Wyoming. 

The Canadian provinces of Alberta and 
Saskatchewan, plus the Northwest and 
Yukon territories, have no studded tire 
restrictions. British Columbia and 
Manitoba allow studs from Oct. 1 to April 
30, New Brunswick, Oct. 16- April 14; Nova 
Scotia, Oct. 15-April 15; Newfoundland, 
Nov. 1-April 30, and Prince Edward Island, 
Oct. l-May 31. 

The province of Quebec allows studded 
tires on vehicles weighing under 5,000 
pounds from Oct. 15 to May 1. They are 
banned on vehicles weighing more than 
5,000 pounds, including buses and trucks. 


Tire safety tips 


In our mobile society, the automobile 
has become an indispensable element of 
suburban life. If, like 84 percent of 
Americans, you rely on your car for daily 
transportation to work, school, shopping 
or pleasure, you want to make sure that 
it s always in condition to get you there 
safe and sound. Yet each day, in every 
state, hundreds of commuter circuits, 
shopping trips and vacation outings end in 
accidents caused by improper vehicle 
maintenance. 

One of the most important, and often 
neglected aspects of vehicle maintenance 
is tire condition. Several years ago, high- 
way safety researchers at Indiana 
University conducted an in-depth study of 
traffic accidents for the U S. Department 
of Transportation. Of the 1,305 accidents 


studied, 4.2 percent were caused by 
vehicular problems. In each of these 
cases, according to the study, vehicles 
with bald or under-inflated tires were 
involved. The other accidents were at- 
tributed to human error (83.2 percent), 
with environmental conditions responsible 
for 16.4 percent. 

Driver training programs, public ser- 
vice announcements, eyewitness traffic 
accidents and plain common sense all 
serve as warnings to motorists of the risks 
of driving on bald tires. But time and time 
again the safety warnings go unheeded, 
and drivers continue to end up among the 
statistics. 

Not only is driving on bald tires unsafe- 
in many states it is illegal. According to

If you hear a ping or a 
spark knock emanating 
from your engine, the 
problem may be corrected 
without a great deal of 
difficulty. 

First, of course, you have 
to determine what is 
causing the noise. It could 
be an overheating problem, 
in which case the cause of 
overheating must be 
determined and corrected. 
This could be as simple as a 
leaky radiator hose or 
something more com- 
plicated, such as a broken 
radiator or a faulty ther- 
mometer. 

Or, the ping or knock 
could be caused by the use 
of gasoline with an octane 
rating too low for your 
engine. That’s easy, ob- 
viously, shift to a higher 
octane fuel. 

The cause could be that 
the timing is advanced 
excessively. Simply reset 
the timing to the 
manufacturers specifica- 
tions. 

Or there might be an 
excess of carbon deposits 
in the combustion cham- 
ber. In that case, add 
combustion chamber con- 
ditioner to the engine If the 
problem still exsists, 
remove the cylinder heads 
and clean out the deposits.

Lubrication is not 


just a 'grease job'

There’s nothing better for your care to 
keep it running right than preventive 
maintenance, and that’s the classification 
that a “lube” falls under. 

According to Westland mechanic A1 
Millyard, most automakers recommend a 
lube job about every 6,000 miles. He added 
that such work generally is done with an 
oil change. 

A lube job involves the chassis of the car. 
The fittings are greased, and the rear end, 
transmission and brake fluids, tires, 
battery and radiator are checked in the 
process. 

Millyard went on to say that in this 
preventive check-up, steering linkage, tie 
rods and ball joints should be checked. If 
they were to rust, a motorist very well 
could have the linkage break and lose 
control of the vehicle. 

Another item that should be checked at 
the shock absorbers. 

Millyard said there is no set millage or 
time period for when shocks should be 


checked, but a good test to see if your 
shocks are good is to bounce the car and 
see how fast it regains a level ride. 

“One or two bounces generally means 
the shocks are pretty good,” Millyard said. 

Worn shocks can cause damage to a cars 
tires. Cupping, or worn spots or in- 
dentations on the tires, is one indication of 
bad shocks, as is leakage from the 
chamber itself. 

Different types of shock absorbers are 
available, Millyard said On the market 
today are double — and single — action 
shocks, load leveling types, some for 
trailer set-ups and even air shocks, in 
which the air pressure is adjusted to the 
kind of ride you want. 

Millyard cautioned that tire wear is not 
(he only damage that worn shocks can 
cause. They can lead to damage to the 
front end suspension and a possible loss of 
control of the car’s rear end, making it 
difficult to keep a car in a straight line. 

But the best recommendation Millyard 
has for motorists to avoid worn shocks and 
the problems caused by a lack of lube 
work, is preventive maintenance.

Batteries are dangerous 


In a world of precautionary labels, 
put this one on your “must read” list: 
stating, simply. DANGER ... EX- 
PLOSIVE GASES, the warning on your 
car’s battery also says POISON ... 
CAUSES SEVERE BURNS. 

Sound scary? Consider that the 
battery is a device which uses 
chemicals to produce electrical energy 
In so doing, it creates an explosive 
mixture of hydrogen and oxygen. 

The ill-fated dirigible Hindenburg 
was filled with hydrogen. 

A battery explosion can cause blind- 
ness, among other injuries, so the Car 
Care Council lists six don’ts to 
remember when you are working 
around the battery: 

1) Don’t use a match or cigarette 


lighter to illuminate what you are 
doing. 

2) Don’t lean over the battery when 
working on it. 

3) Don’t connect the ground jumper 
cable to the run-down battery. Instead, 
hook it to the frame of the car, as far as 
possible from the battery 

4) Don’t be careless when using tools 
around the battery You might ac- 
cidentally make a direct connection 
from the hot terminal to a grounded 
part of the car, creating a very hot 
spark. 

5) Don’t hook up your battery* charger 
incorrectly Instead, follow the 
directions on the charger and be sure to 
plug in the charger to 110 v. current 
after you’ve made your battery con- 
nections

Electronic ignition 
systems have been made 
standard equipment on late 
model cars to keep 
emissions low*. 

But they still need 
periodic maintenance, 
according to Champion 
Spark Plug Company. 

Because of the 
requirements stemming 
from emission controls, car 
makers began using the 
electronic ignition systems 
to provide more voltage to 
fire a wider-gapped spark 
plug. 


The new systems 
eliminate breaker points 
and condensers and 
replace them with 
magnetic components that 
trigger the system for 
secondary voltage. 
However, many of the 
components of the elec- 
tronic system are the same 
as in conventional ignitions 
and maintenance 
requirements are not too 
dissimiliar, Champion 
says. 

The condition of the coil, 
distributor cap and rotor 
must still be checked. 


Correct timing is critical to 
proper operation. 

Spark plugs are still 
subject to fouling from 
contaminent present in the 
combustion process such 
as carbon, calcium, 
barium and similiar 
ingredients 

And ignition wiring can 
still deteriorate or suffer 
damage, causing misfire. 

Therefore, an annual 
ignition system check-up 
and service is still 
recommended by Cham- 
pion, electronic system or 
not.
